The advertising and publici- 
ty was designed to show Atlanta’s 
preeminence in the southern trade ter- 


ritory as a location for branch and 


distributing offices. This phase of 
the work was turned over to the ad- 
vertising firm of Scott,: Eastman & 
Co., and Mr. Allen stated that too 
high praise could not be given this 
firm for the manner in which the cam- 
paign has been handled and the re- 
sults obtained. 
Success Is Shown. 

The success of the campaign is 
thoroughly proven by the results set 
out in the report, Mr. Allen declared. 

“In order for the campaign to be car- 
ried out successfully, it was neces- 
sary for cooperation between the ad- 
vertise Atianta committee and a num- 
ber of other local organizations, in- 
cluding the industrial bureau of the 
chamber of commerce, the real estate| 
board, the community employment 
service, the. Association of Building 
Owners and Managers, the Atlanta 
Freight bureau, and other bodies,” 
said Mr. Allen. “And in any sum- 
mary of the results of the campaign 
these organizations should be given 
their share of the credit, for their 
work was very valuable in presenting 
the inducements of the city to the new 
commercial and industrial concerns. 

“The industrial bureau cooperated 
with the committee in every way in 
preparing comprehensive data regard- 
ing industrial advantages of Atlanta. 
Under the leadership of Fred T. New 
ell. this bureau ‘did some excellent 
work in this respect. The real estate 
board cooperated in collecting data 
regarding available industrial sites 
and in services rendered to prospects 
in negotiating sales and leases. The 
community employment service han- 
dled all inquiries relative to positions 
and employment; the Association of 
Building Owners and Managers han- 
dled inquiries in regard to space in 
office buildings, and the freight bu- 
reau did much good work in furnish- 
ing data in regard to freight gates 
and shipping facilities.” : 

William Candler, finance chairman 
of the commission, made a_ report 
showing that of the fund subscribed 
a little more than $200,000 had been 
spent and pointed out that the in- 
vestment of this amount had brought 
Atlanta more than seven millions an- 
nually. Mr. Allen in commenting on 
the expenditures of the commission 
said that the fund had been disbursed 
most economically and that before a 
dollar of it was spent a complete 
plan of work had been laid out and 
that as a result every dollar counted 
in the appeal to the types of organiza- 
tions to which Atlanta had the most 
to offer.“ Much of the clerical work 
of the commission was handled in Mr. 
Allen’sa office and as a result much 
of the overhead expense was cut out.

clared. | 
Population Jumps. 
A net gain of 10,000 persons was 
estimated by Bir. Allen from the more 
than 4,000 employees brought here by 
the 126 new industries. If this is cor- 
rect, he said, it means that for every 
$25 spent by the commission one new 
resident has been secured. While many 
of these new employees were drawn 
from Atlanta many others came from 
other states, particularly-in executive 
positions. The fact that many of the 
new industries are branch offices of 
big northern and eastern manufactur- 
ing concerns means, it was said, that 
the new citizens brought here by them 
are of the executive or clerical class 
and as a result represent the high type 
of citizenship most sought by Atlanta. 

Among the incidental activities of 
the commission was distribution of 
information by the industrial bureau, 
which, together with the commission 
itself, is part of the chamber of com- 
merce organization. Fred T. Newell, 
head of this department, told the cham- 
ber directors that the bureau had 
sent out 55,600 pieces of literature, 
84 443 circulars and form letters atid 
4.112 dictated letters.

Attorney Reuben Garland, who filed 
the motion, alleged that the fact of 
Gore’s insanity was not discovered un- 
til November 17, and that it was im- 
possible to produce evidence showing 
the unsound conditions of his mind 
at the first trial. 

An affidavit by Dr. Iverson C. Case, 
to the effect that Gore is now insane 
and that his mind was unsound at the 
time Mr. Cheek was slain was at- 
tached to the petition.

{TO PUSH HIS MEASURE. 


Washington, November 32. —(P)— 
A simplified MeNary-Haugen farm 
relief bill will be introduced on the 
opening day of congress by Senator 
McNary, republican, Oregon, and 
pressed sfor a final vote. 

In making this announcement today, 
the Oregon senator, who will be con- 
firmed as chairman of the.senate ag- 
ricultural cemmittee when congress 
meets, deelared that while some pro- 
visions of the old bill would be re- 
tained, the administrative. machinery 
would be simplified. 

He predicted the measure would 
dra wmore support at the short ses- 
sion than ever before, as the farmers 
of the west and south were demanding 
relief from low farm prices. As cbair- 
man of the agriculture committee he 
will be in a position to hold the meas- 
ure more forcibly before the senate. 


Asks for $250,000,000, 


Although he will not complete the 
draft of “the measure until after he 
has conferred with heads of the lead- 
ing farm organizations, Senator Me- 
Nary has decided to ask for an appro- 
priation of $250,000,000 to set up ex- 
port machinery to sell surplus crops 


appointed by the president from the 12 
federal land bank districts, 


The government would not stand to 
lose anything under this plan, he 
said, as the sum would be paid back 
out of an equalization fee assessed 
agninst producers, 


Crops to be included in the bill are 
wheat, corn, cotton, swine and rice, 
the last name appearing for the first 
time in connection with such legtsla- 
tion. 

The president would have a free 
hand in naming the board, members 
of which would devote their whole 
time to the business at a salary of 
$10,000 a year.

The press of the south loses one 
of its most outstanding publishers 
and editors in the death of C. P. J. 
Mooney, of The Memphis Commer- 
cial-Appeal. 

Tireless in work, indefatigably 
energetic, keyed up into high gear 
all the time, he died literally in har- 
ness—-the end coming while at his 
desk in the faithful and able ex- 
ecution of a service that had made 
The Commercial-Appeal one of the 
great newspapers of this country. 

Mr. Mooney’s father was an Irish 
immigrant who settled in Kentucky. 
He was born in that state and en- 
tered the newspaper field on a 
country weekly. He drifted into 
Memphis as a young man, becoming 


which he subsequently became the 
executive and editorial head. In 
the process of advancement he 
served as Washington correspond- 
ent and subsequently as associate 
editor. For a brief period he was 
in New York, but returned to Mem- 
phis and resumed work. 

Recent newspaper changes in 
Memphis brought about plans for 
the establishment of an afternoon 
newspaper, and it was no doubt 
these increased duties and responsi- 
bilities, making more arduous his 
labors, that hastened the end.

Encouraging View 
On Apple Industry 


Editor Constitution: Concerning the 
letter on Georgia apples which recent- 
ly appeared on your editorial page, it 
reflects much of fact, but as an in- 
terested party I do not believe we 
should feel discouraged on account of 
an oecasional year of overproduction, 
certainly not as much as producers of 
other items too numerous to mention. 


It is not likely that we shall ever 
again experience a drouth like that 
of 1925, or an overproduction of ap- 
ples in practically all growing sec- 
tions as this year. 

All the apples we can possibly raise 
in Georgia will have no effect on the 
price either locally or elsewhere. The 
prices this year would be just as 
low if Georgia had only 10 per cent 
of its present crop of apples for the 
simple reason that over 99 per cent 
of all the apples produced in this coun- 
try are grown in other states. What 
we do grow in apples, suited to our 
sou and climatic conditions, are su- 
perior in flavor and quality to those 
grown elsewhere, and there are certain 
varieties we are able to market ahead 
of any other producing section. As 
to quantity production I have seen 50 
bushels picked from. one tree and a 
fellow orchardist whose word is su- 
preme tells me he has picked 57 bush- 
els from one tree. There are certain 
of the red varieties that do not get 
the evlor here like those produced in 
the west under artificial methods and

American Zionists are beginning a 
new campaign to aid the rehabilitation 
of Palestine. Despite many obstacles 
the remarkable work in that country 
has passed out of the experimenta- 
tive stage into that of actual accom- 

lishment. Even sceptics like Henry 
Morgenthau are beginning to take an 
interest, The astonishing thing, how- 
ever, remains, the apathy of the 
Christian denominations, and this de- 
spite the fact that the Anglican body 
has a prayer “For the Jew, Thine 
ancient people” and that he may be 
restored in his patrimonium. The 
attitude of Christian clergymen as a 
rule, remains one of condescension 
and a sort of benign apathy to Israel's 
return. Yet fundamentalist doctrine 
considers the return of Israel as a 
necessary preliminary to the millen- 
nium. But fundamentalists do noth- 
ing to aid and prosper the Jew on 
his way and so hasten the millen- 
nium. No papal bull has appeared 
on Israel’s significant awakening, nor 
has Canterbury opened Christendom’s 
eyes to the meaning of Zion restored. 
Despite this the pioneers have achiev- 
ed wonders. Sophie Irene Loeb called 
it “the greatest experiment of the 
century.” It is all of that, even ob- 
scuring what is taking place in Rus- 
sia. Some day Christian America 
will he proud of the role played by 
Jewish America in the restoration 


of Eretz Israel.

The social like the individual or- 

ganism adjusts itself to new situa- 
tions. Moving pictures and pictorial 
newspapers have introduced such a 
situation and the readjustment pro- 


Do we not read to create a mental 
picture and find in it mentalk satisfac- 
tion? A “movie” or an illustrated 
sheet is but a more rapid means to the 
same end. Fn each case the psycho- 
logical machinery is not so different 
as many suppose. Both print and pic- 
tures, whether stationary or in motion, 
require the use of constructive im- 
agination. 

The real danger in the novelties 
you name is not that they lessen the 
amount of serious reading but that 
they may give a false conception of 
life, and books: are exposed to the 
identical peril. A good picture is 
simply a good book in a different 
form and the opposite also holds true.

The National Amateur Athletic 
federation was organized following 
the world war and its purpose was 
to put athletics on a high plane and 
to encourage group athletics among 
all classes of people. Leading women 
physical directors have been brought 
together for the purpose of making 
rules adapted to girls. 

The N. A. A. F. has adopted girls’ 
rules as laid down by the American 
Physical Education associativa. The 
game as played by these rules does 
not slow up the game but tends to 
make it faster. It. keeps the girls 
from bunching as isethe case in boys’ 
rules. The game is played by divid- 
ing the court in two or three divi- 
sions depending on the size of the 
court. The three division court is 
used if the playing court is over 70 
feet in length and the two division 
court is used when the court is 70 
feet or less. 

In the two-division game six players 
are used consisting of three forwards 
and three gnards. Any one of the 
three forwards can jump center. Only 
the forwards are allowed to shoot for 
the goal. Neither the guards nor for- 
wards are allowed beyond the division 
line which is through the center of 
the court. This arrangement places 
three forwards and three guards at 
each end of the court. 

In the three-division game six or 
nine players are used. The court is 
divided into three equal divisions.

But President Walter Dill Scott, 
of Northwestern, refused to grant half 
the honors to the Wolverines, and 
started the celebration- with a front 
porch speech declaring that since 
Northwestern won all of its games by 
wider margins than Michigan, Coach 
Yost’s team ought to concede the 
championship to the Purple.

J udge Gibbs, in a 34-page opinion, 
held that the ‘system of wagering on 
horse races as set up by counsel for 
the jockey club, constituted a pool 
and thus is a violation of the state 
gambling law. 

The racing was scheduled to start 
Thanksgiving day. Early last week 
the opening was temporarily postponed 
until Saturday, November 27, and 
last Saturday the club officials an- 
nounced that the opening had been 
postponed pending “completion of the 
park’s appointments.” At the time 
some 400 horses, including several of 
the Croissant horses, were quartered 
at the park.

Mrs. Catt is going to preside in 
Washington in December at the sec- 
ond conference on the Cause and Cure 
of War. That it is not going to be 
any pacifist session anybody would 
know who knows Mrs. Catt’s record 
as a fighter. 


At the same time this conference 
is going to be a war to end war: a 
war on men who make war. 

“It’s their vanity and sentimental- 
ism,” says Mrs, Catt. 

Drums and waving flags and per- 
sonal bravery—hero stuff, that has 
always been man’s role, while wo- 
man devoted herself to conservation 
of home, family and state. “Man is 
hedged in by his traditional warrior 
role, afraid to protest against war 
lest his status be endangered.” 


And what's more, she boldly ex- 
poses man’s unrighteous claim to that 
other romantic and picturesque role— 
protector of home and the women. 

“Iiven when he protects his. own 
women, he imposes cruelty on the 
women of the other tribe,” says Mrs. 
Catt. “He has no scruples about kill- 
ing the bread-winners on the. cther 
side and taking the women captive to 
satisfy his desires.” 

Now, isn’t that just like a woman 
—worrying about the enemy? 

And what are the women going to 
do about it? 

That’s where the conference comes 
in. No “masculine emotionalism,” 
says Mrs. Catt, “but the laying out of 
plans to mold the children’s views, 
and so determine a history for the 
future (if such a phrase be permis- 
sible) which will be protected against 
the false patriotism of the jingovists. 


XN R. ROGERS in a few brief words 
“** punehes holes in the recent wis- 
dom of President Coolidge as to con- 
scription of wealth as well as men in 
future wars. 

“Why not postpone having the next 
war,” pertinently inquires this canny 
humorist, “till the canse for it is so 
popular that you won’t have to con- 
script either of them?” 

HE GIBBS family in England, of 

which Sir Philip is the best known 
on this side of the water, and of 
which A. Hamilton is rapidly gaining 
a literary foothold over here, does 
not explain itself on ig® war record. 

And so it comes with a peculiar 
force that the latest novel by A. Ham- 
ilten Gibbs which he calls “Labels,” 
has for its most appealing figure that 
of a “conechy” (the British war-time 
slang for the conscientious objector). 

Thomas Wickens refuses to follow 
the line of least resistance taken by 
the millions of his countrymen, ac- 
cepts with an incurable heart-ache 
the white feather from his sweetheart, 
suffers in a detention camp a men- 
tal and physical martyrdom far more 
severe than the hardships the soldiers 
had to endure (great as they were), 
because they had the moral support 
of the rest of the world behind them. 

And yet—perhaps the author did 
not so intend, although I think he 
did—the conchy who would not fight 
becomes the inevitable hero of the 
hook, and earns from the readers of 
his story an irresistible sympathy, 
which they. like war-time England, 
and even the conchy’s own’ family 
could not have yielded to in the face 
of prejudice, carefully tended, while 
war was on, 


OWEVER strong the arguments 

against the conchy in time of war, 
there can be no logical fight now on 
a paraphrase of a familiar warning 
which is a million times more common 
sense than the original.
